Jonathan Abbott chose the site of 
the farm now held by Stephen Abbott, 
where his brother *Ben helped him to 
start in life. Henry Holt and Sara Bal- 
lard, children of the pioneers, sent their 
Zerviah over to help him keep open 
doors for all the generations that have 
trooped in and out of this most hospit- 
able home. There may be houses of 
more historie interest, but I doubt if 
you can find three homes that have had 
more influence on the hearts of kin and 
neighbors than those of Asa in Tim's 
line, Jonathan and Nathan in *Jona- 
than’s family. The home of the elder 
line was one especially set apart to 
pleasant memories by those of the last 
generation. Zerviah Holt came from a 
family of fourteen, the oldest being 
twenty-six years older than the infant 
at the end of the line, and she kuew 
how tomanage for a large family. 
‘Jonathan lived to 83, Jonathan to 80, 
‘Jonathan to 81. They sat in peace 
and let the children come back to them.

Jonathan died just a month before the 


date on the powder horn sent by the 


French Acadians who had known the 
old man and his son ‘Jonathan io be 
real friends. The South slopes of Scot- 
land Hill seem to insure long and 
peaceful lives. 
‘Jonathan in 1740 started off with 
Martha Lovejoy to Lunenburg, and his 
children were born there. David with 
a Hannah Chandler went up along the 
Merrimac to the rattlesnakes, etc., of 
old Pembroke, Indian Suncook, granted 
to the immortal forty-six who marched 
with Lovewell. ‘Zerviah followed with 
Ephraim Blunt, and Sam went also to 
marry some girl up country, leaving 
young ‘Job restless also. Sara Abbott 
of the Concord line drew him to Pem- 
broke. She was a sister of that Con- 
cord expressman, Reuben, who feared 
no foe, was four years older than Job 
and out-lived him, marrying one of the 
Eastmans of Fryeburg, that had sought 
her twin sister, and raising up a second 
family in which I hope to find our one 
Eastman resident, as he holds her an- 
cestor’s land. This second marriage 
was a good one for us, for it threw the 
guardianship of the four children into 
the hands of the Andover uncle, child- 
less Sergt. Nathan, who with Abigail 
Ames had a place for young Nathan 
who returned as their heir, to the farm 
so Jately held by Capt. Job Abbott, and 
then newly laid out on Jonathan's por- 
tion. Poor Jerry, the youngest, died in 
the French war at 22, and that seemed 
to insure the recall of ‘Jonathan, who 
got back with his little baad for the 
new house about the time the Acadians 
squatted in the old one. So these two 
homes secured two heads of families 
who chose to stay on the home acres. 
‘Nathan got back here about 1762 in 
time to fly to Lexington, leaving his 
plow, as did others, in the furrow. 
‘Jonathan at the other house was thir- 
teen years older than his cousin, and 
we cannot get at his military record on 
account of a confusion with the Jona 
than up at Merrimac Corners. But in 
church manners, as Mr. Shipman has 
shown us, his record for endurance was 
all right. With John and Uriah Rus- 
sell's wit, and Dea. Nathan's good 
sense, the discussions at the old farm 
must have been zealous, if not edifying, 
and nimble tongues are the inheritance 
of not a few of the descendants of these 
worthies. They had plenty of time in 
those days to stay in when it rained.

These were added 
iu Maine to the large settlement of the 
brothers with second: wives, and the ex- 
tensive mills for woolen manufacture 
that have helped to build up Dexter, 
though they failed, as do many other 
enterprises, here in Andover at their 
first venture. Benjamin Downs of 
Bradford with Mrs. Samuel Cooper 
were of this line. The children of 
*Nathan all became workers on machin- 
ery, railroad men, cunning with their 
tools like their father.

This is the final and the most im- 
portant feature of the treaty for the 
complete adjustment.of the long-pend- 
ing Venezuelan controversy. The treaty 
was concluded in Washington Monday 
night, at the British embassy, SirJul 
Pauncefote representing her Britannit 
majesty, and Secretary Olney,the United 
States. Since the return of Sir Julian 
from London, three weeks ago, negotia- 
tions toward a final settlement have been 
proceeding. Most of the meetings werc 
of such an Important character that they 
were held either at Mr. Olney's residence 
or at the British embassy. It happened 
that the concluding meeting was at the 
émbassy Monday, and special interest 
was given to it from the fact that Lord 
Salisbury was to make a speech at Guild- 
hall, London, later in the evéning, It 
is an annual event, at which the premier 
usually takes occasion to review the 
status of the most important interna- 
tional questions. For this reason, it was 
desired, if possible, to acquaint Lord 
Salisbury of the final and satisfactory 
adjustment of the Venezuelan question, 
in order that he might make such an- 
nouncement as he thought fit concerning 
it. When Mr. Olney and Sir. Julian 
reached their final conclusions, a cable- 
gram was at once dispatched to Lord 
Salisbury, notifying him of the result. 
It reached him within one hour of the 
time when he went on the platform at 
Guildhall, and it was the basis for his 
announcement to England and to the 
entire world that the Venezuelan con- 
troversy was settled. f 


KING OfCAB 


It was a general announcement, with- 
out detail and without any reference to 
the personnel of the court of arbitration. 
Thus Washington and London partici- 
pated in this eventful scene by which the 
two leading English-speaking nations 
reach an amicable means of adjusting 
the most troublesome international ques- 
tion of recent years. 

Although Lord Salisbury’s statement 
was without detail, it is possible to give 
all of the essential features of the treaty 
concluded in Washington. The main 
point, as already stated, is that King 
Oscar II, whose full title is “King of 
Sweden and Norway, the Goths and Van- 
dals,” is the fifth, or decisive arbitrator. 
It was deemed best to make this choice, 
rather than to leave it to the selection of 
the other four arbitrators. The latter are 
assured of being men of eminent judicial 
attainment, as their choice is left entirely 
to the judiciary of the respective coun- 
tries. 

The other essertial feature of the treaty 
is that 50 years actual possession is to 
constitute title. With this limitation as 
to the settled districts, the entire sweep 
of Venezuela boundary is placed in the 
hands of the court of arbitration. The 
treaty covers only Venezuela, and*the 
question of general arbitration between 
the United States and Great Britain is 
left to future negotlatiens. As a king 
seldom leaves his country. except on state 
visits to other sovereigns, it Js not ex- 
pected that King Oscar II will get out- 
side of Sweden for the meeting of the 
arbitrators. and the court is likely to set 
at Stockholm, the capital of Sweden, 
where King (3tar’s palane and the halls 
of the Sweden rekstag are located. 

The choice of King Oscar appears to 
have been s most fortunate one, as he is 
universally ragarded as 1 man of great 
attulnments, of judicial temperament. and 
of eminent fairness. Among the mon- 
archs of Europe he is probably the most 
popular as he goes freely among the peo- 
ple, and is thoroughly democratic in his 
ways. The feeling entertained for him 
iy shown by the fect that the Scan- 
danavian residents of the United States 
are at present raising large sums, with 
which to buy him a present on the cele- 
bration of his 65th birthday. 

e is known alyo as “the giant king,” 
as de stands 6 ft. 3 in. in height. He 
comes from noble stock, being the grand- 
son of the French marshal, Bernadotte, 
who is considered first among the mar- 
shals of France, and save Napoleon 
himself, undoubtedly the greatest char- 
acter upheaved by the French revolu- 
tion. When, in 1810, the last of the Vasa 
line of kings was childlass, pn the throne 
of Sweden, the rekstag turned atten- 
tion to Napcleon’s generals, who was 
then victoriously sweeping over all Eu- 
rope. In August, 1810, the rekstag 
unanimously elected Bernadotte as 
Crown Prince of Sweden, and on the 
death of the reigning king, Bernadotte 
succeeded to the throne. The present 
king was reared as a sailor, and as he 
had two elder brothers, it was not ex- 
pected that he would reach the throne. 
He became commander of the Swedish 
navy, and on the death of his two elder 
brothers, became crown prince, and 
thereafter, king. While a prince, at the 
age of 29, he made a tour of Europe, and 
met the lovely Princess Sophie of Nas- 
sau, then but 20 years old. A union fol- 
lowed, which has been blessed with four 
sons—Dustaf, Oscar, Carl and Eugene. 
Dustaf is the present crown prince. All 
of the sons take after their father, and 
are famous throughout Europe for then 
gigantic size, being each six feet tall. 


BUSINESS MEN COMBINE 


To Organise Throughout the Country to 
Fight Agaiust Si ver. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 11.—The McKinley 
and Hobart Business Men's national 
campaign committee, composed of some 
of the wealthiest men in Philadelphia, 
last night organized an association to be 
known as the Philadelphia Branch of the 
National League of Business Men. Sim- 
ilar organizations are ta be formed in 
other cities. The project meets with the 
favor of Mr. Hanna. The object of the 
new leagues is explained in the following 
resolutions: 

“To ald in the formation of similar or- 
ganizations in all parts of the country, 
for the purpose of extending loyal and 
earnest support to the chief executive of 
the government in the arduous duties of 
his office; to encourage patriotic love for 
our country, as a united whole, and to 
break down and obliterate sectionalism ; 
to maintain our national credit and in- 
tegrity upon a sound money basis; to up- 
hold law and order, and secure prosperity 
tor our people; to promote theelection of 
members of the national legislature, in 
the senate and house of representatives, 
who are in sympathy with this move- 
ment, and who will distinctly represent 
the business interests of the country; to 
present a strong and united front to the 
party of repudiation and disruption, who, 
in their hour of defeat, are threatening 
to immediately renew and persistently 
continue during the ensuing four years 
the assault upon the honor and integrity 
of our country; that immediate steps be 
taken to secure the formation and co- 
operation of other similar organizations, 
and to arrange for an early meeting of 
delegates from such organizations to per- 
fect a permanent organization of the Na- 
tional League of Business Men,” 


It Will Be Councilor Allen. 

Boston, Nov. 12.—The board of elec- 
tion commissioners finished the recount 
of votes in the Fourth councilor district 
last night, and Isaac D. Allen, -the 
colored Republican candidate, was de- 
clared elected, over John H. Sullivan, 
who now represents the district, and who 
was the Democratic candidate. Allen's 
majority over Suilivan was, however, 
materially reduced by the recount, and 
instead of a margin of 342 votes, as given 
out on the day after election, his lead, 
when the last ward was counted, was 
only 62 votes, It took three days to re- 
count all the votes; and at one time Allen 
lead his opporient by a very narrow 
margin. Tyhre is_no appeal from the 
decision o e Alectionxcommissioners, 
and the goyerpor’s couricil stands, for 
the first time in its histgry, solidly Re- 
publican, while Mr. Allen\holds the high- 
est political office ever given-a colored 
man by the voters of Massachusetts. 


Charged With Killing Sister. 

Boston, Nov. 10.—Michael Flaherty, 
charged with the murder of his sister, 
Mrs. Bridget Fallon, a week ago last 
Saturday evening, was given a prelimi- 
nary hearing yesterday, and held with- 
out bail for the grand jury. Mrs. Fallon’s 
body was found on the roof of the house 
where she lived. She was taken to the 
hospital, where she died soon afterward. 
Blood stains leading from her apartment 
to the roof and the testimony of wit- 
nesses that sounds of a squarrel had 
been heard in the rooms the night pre- 
vious, while Flaherty was said to have 
been present, connected him with the 
crime. 


Train Broke Apart 
Haverhill, Mass., Nov. 11.—A through 
freight from Boston to Portland broke 
apart near the Winter street crossing 
this morning. The break was about two 
cars back of the engine, and the rear 
section crashed into the forward section 
with such force as to derail eight cars. 
Brakeman Miller was sent to the hos- 
pital, badly hurt, Conductor Olney was 
able to resume work. The cars were 
heavily loaded, but the train was run- 
ning at a slow rate of speed. The damage 

to rolling stock is about $8000. 


Three Deaths Will Result. 

West Upton, Mass., Nov. 11.—An ex- 
plosion of naphtha in a resort used in 
connection with a water gas plant, at 
the straw factory of William Knowlton 
& Son, in this town, at 4o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, will result in the loss of three 
lives. The fatally injured are: Fred G. 
Bulmahan, aged 23; Thomas Williams, 
aged 30, and John Williams, aged 27. 
Charles Nelson and James falham were 
Injured, but will recover. 


Two Men Instantly Killed. 

Greenfield, Mass., Nov. 11.—Three men 
were struck by an express on the Fitch- 
burg railroad last night. They were at- 
tempting to board a special eastbound 
freight. Two of the men were instantly 
killed, and the third, Christopher Brogan 
of Worcester, fatally injured. The dead 
men are supposed to be Ford Baton of 
Peacedale, R. I., and John P. Phelan, resi- 
dence unknown. 


For Assaulting His Child. 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 11.—Judge 
Hardy yesterday sentenced James P. 
Murphy to state prison for not less than 
three nor mort than five years. The 
man was foundogfilty of assault on his 
child in June 1 and at that time was 
arrested on th arge of assault with 
intent to kill. fn graver charge he 
was acquitted, however. 


Rushford Gets Off Easy 

Providence, Nov. 12.— Edward Rush- 
ford, the embezzler, who was arrested 
in Omaha last winter by Detective 
Parker, pleaded nolo contendre yester- 
day, and Judge Wilbur, after listening 
to a plea for mercy, on account of the 
embezzlement being his first offense, or- 
dered Rushford to pay a fine of $100 and 
costs. 


Sent to Asylum. 

Boston, Nov. 11.—Stephen Collins, an 
insane man, who escaped from an asylum 
at St. John, N. B., about six months ago, 
and who was captured on Sunday morn- 
ing by the police of Cambridge, has been 
gent to the insane asylum at Worcester. 
The state authorities will try to have the 
man returned to the provinces. 


Wife Crazed by Husband's Suicide; 

Boston, Nov. 11.—Frank Bertsch of 
Malden, a brass finisher out of work, 
missing since Saturday, was found dead 
yesterday in a Medford marsh, with a 
bullet hole in his head. He probably com- 
mitted suicide through despondency. His 
wife is mentally unbalanced since his 
disappearance. 

Sent to State Prison. 

Boston, Nov. 12.—Thomas Jackson, a 
negro, was sentenced to state prison for 
a term not exceeding 12 years, by Chief 
Justice Mason, in the superior court yes- 
terday, for having killed Frank Bell, an- 
other colored man, on Kirkland street, 
on Sept. 17.

THE SITUATION IN CUBA.: 


How Washingten Offic als View Recent 
Eveuts on zue Distarbed Island . 
Washington, Nov.12.—The reports that 
the United States was about to inter- 
vene in the Cuban conflict are not con- 
firmed in official circles, nor is there any 
evidence to indicate at the present time 
that the United States has under con- 

pideration any change in its policy. 
The only available information reach- 
ing here is that the Spanish military 


than at any previous time. Important 
results are expected from these forward 
movements, within the next three weeks. 
There are now 26,000 more Spanish 
troops en route for Cuba. They will be 
distributed in the western provinces. It 
is expected that with these additional 
troops in position, the four western 


provinces will be completely garrisoned gan 


and occupied at every point by the gov- 
ernment troops, 

The lull in operations within the last 
few days is explained by a circumi- 
stance not yet known. The insurgent 
leader, Maceo, moved to the coast, for 
the purpose of receiving a pneumatic 
dynamite gun, which had been landed 
with great difficulty. The reports reach- 
ing here show that the trials of the gun 
failed to show it to be formidable, the 
shot carrying only 500 yards, or less than 
the distance carried by rifles. Under 
these circumstances, Maceo has 
his steps, without the dynamite gun. 

Meanwhile, the Spanish forces have 
been divided into two main divisions— 
one in the south, and the other in the 
north of the island. The main purpose 
of the troops has been to occupy the 
mountain passes, and this has proceeded 
so rapidly that it is asserted here posi- 
tively. that every approach and egress 
to the mountain recess is now com- 
manded by a heavy force of Spanish 
troops. This plan of campaign is relied 
on to force the insurgents to fight in the 
open country. 4 

The civil affairs of Cuba also have un- 
dergone à change within recent days. 
By agreement between the leaders of 
the Liberal, Conservative and Home 
Rule parties, constituting all the loyal 
elements, they have been merged into 
one party, known as the Party of com- 
mon defense.” The main feature of the 
agreement is the termination of the re- 
bellion, before any plan of autonomy 
shall be put into operation. : 


Grangers In Session. . 
Washington, Nov. 11.—The 30th an 
nual session of the National Grange, 
patrons of ‘husbandry, met here today. 
General Secretary Trimble and Master 
Brigham delivered addresses, and these 
were rollowed by reports of officers. 
General Secretary Trimble says the year 
has been. an exceedingly prosperous one 
tor the grange, during which 169 subor- 
dinate granges have been organized, as 
against only 92 the previous year. The 
giange, however, he says, is not so strong 
now as 20 years ago, because the Farm- 
ers’ alliance hurt the association very 
much in the south. The latter associa- 
tion is political, he says, while the 

grange is not. 
A Crazy Man's Antics. 

Biddeford, Me., Nov. 11.—Joseph Arch-. 
ambault, aged 55, residing on King 
street, caused a scare in that neighbor- 
hood last night, by being suddenly at- 
tacked with a violent fit of insanity. He 
demolished furniture, drove his family 
from home, and then left the house him- 
self and wandered’ about the streets.

It required the combined 
efforts of four officers to overpower him, 


Self-Confessed Burglar. 

Portland, Me., Nov. 10.— Peter McGee 
was arrested last night by the West- 
brook police, on a charge of burglary, and 
confessed. For several weeks burglaries 
have been committed in Westbrook. 
Rosenberg’s store was entered twice 
during the last week, and about $200 
worth of dry goods stolen. The goods 
were recovered in McGee’s house. He 
has a criminal record.

New London, Conn., Nov. 9.—Harry 
‘Williams, aged 14, died yesterday, from 
being accidentally shot by a companion 
while out hunting in Waterford. Both 
boys were running ‘after a bird which 
Williams had shot, when his compan- 
ion’s gun was discharged, and the shot 
lodged in Williams’ body, internal hem- 
orrhages resulting.

Boston, Nov. 10.—Thomas J. Feeley 
was atraigned yesterday in the Rox- 
bury court, charged with the murder of 
George B. Fuller on Oct. 30. It is claimed 
that Feeley assaulted Fuller in the lat- 
ter's doorway, stabbing the latter with 
a knife, and inflicting two wounds,which 
afterward proved mortal. The court held 
Feeley, without bail, for the grand jury.

Boston, Nov. 11.—There is more in- 
quiry for butter and indications of a 
ttronger tone. For a week previous the 


market had been very slow, and receipts 


were not kept sold up, but the slight up- 
ward tendency in the west and the firmer 
feeling in New York, all combined to give 
bnyers more confidence and bring them 
into the market again. No lower values 
be looked for at present, as 
the supply of fine, fresh make must be 
considerably curtailed during the re- 
mainder of the year, and it is well for 
buyers to give this point careful con- 
sideration. A 
Receipts fell off last week, and they 
@re not likely to be much larger for the 
next six or eight weeks, But, on the 
other hand, there is a heavy stock of 
eliolce June goods to draw from, and it 
is not safe to count on any scarcity. An 


would cause buyers to fall back on the 
cold storage stock, which can stand a 
pretty good seige. rs 

The falling off in the export trade has 
lessened the demand; for both fresh and 
held goods, and as the advices from 
abroad are still unfavorable for ship- 
ments, we cannot look for much help 
from that quarter. A fact worthy of 
notice, however, is the increased ship- 
ments of butter from the three prin- 
cipal American ports since the opening 
of the season, as compared with last year. 

A steady market at unchanged prices 
is the general report on cheese. Demand 
was light, and sales of best northern 
run along at 10% to 11 cents. Receivers 
found it hard to place round lots at over 
10% cents. Fair to good sold at 9 to 10 
cents. 

The Canadian market was tame, and 
no sales of consequence. The shipping 
season at Montreal is about over. 

The egg market is on a boom all by 
itself. Fresh receipts’ have been getting 
smaller for several days, and there is 
now a real scarcity of desirable stock. 
Fresh western sold at 22 to 23 cents, and 
fancy Michigan and indiana at 24 cents. 
Fancy lots to arrive were held at 26 cents, 
Fresh eastern sold at 24 to 26 cents, with 
prospects of going higher. Fancy new 
laid sold at 30 to 32 cents.

THE WOOL MARKET. 


The events of the past week have had 
a very favorable effect upon the Boston 
wool market, and the tone is firmer, al- 
though the trade has been moderate, due 
to the fact that values are held higher, 
and buyers are now waiting for manu- 
factured goods to sell. Many western 
holders, who withdrew their offerings 
from the market before election, are 
still withholding them, as they feel that 
the Dingley bill may pass this winter, 
which means an advance of several 
eents. For territorial wools, the market 
is firm on the sceured basis of 31 to 32 
cents, while choice staple lots are quoted 
at 33 to 34 cents. Fleece wools are held 
firm, all along the line, but sales run slow. 
Australian wools are firm, with a general 
hardening of values. Some good lines 
have deen sold during the past two 
weeks, and for some of the recent sales 
an advance nus deen obtained.
